THE CANADIAN TYPE. 
Charies Dudley Warner Says It Is Neither 
English Nor American. 


I had been told that the Canadians are 
second-hand Englishmen, writes Charles 


Dudley Warner in Harper’s Magazine. No | 


estimate could convey a more erroneous | 


impression. A portion of the people have 
strong English traditions and loyalties to 
institutions, but in manner and in expecta- 
tions the Canadians are scarcely more En- 
glish than the people of the United States; 
they have their own colonial development, 
and one can mark already with tolerable 
distinctness. a Canadian type which is 
neither English nor American. This is 
noticeable especially in the women. The 
Canadian girl resembles the American in 
escape f a@ purely conventional restraint 
and in liance, and she has, like the 
English, @ “well-modulated voice and dis- 
tinct tion. In the cities; also, she 
has taste Im dress and a certain style which 
we think Pelongs tothe New World In 
features atid action a certain modification 
has gone on, due partly to climate and part- 
ly to greater social independence. It is un- 
necessary to make comparisons, and I only 
note that there is a Canadian type of 
woman. 

But there is great variety in Canada, and 
in facta remarkable racial diversity. The 
man of Nova Scotia is not at all the man of 
British Columbia or Manitoba. The Scotch 
in old Canada have made a distinct im- 
pression in features and speech. And it 
may be said generally in Eastern Canada 
that the Scotch element is a leading and 
conspicuous one in the vigor and push of 
enterprise and the accumulation of fort- 
une. The Canadian men, as one sees them 
in official hfe, at the clubs, in business, are 


markedly a vigorous, stalwart race, welb 


made, of good stature, and aot seldom 
handsome. This physical prosperity needs 
to be remembered when we consider the 
rigorous climate and the long winters; 


| these seem to have at least- one advantage 


—that of breeding virile men. The Cana- 
dians generally are fond of out-door sports 
and athletic games, of fishing and hunting, 
and they give more time to such recrea- 
tions than we do. They are a little less 
driven by the business goad. Abundant 
animal spirits tend to make men good-nat- 
ured and little quarrelsome. The Cana- 
dians would make good soldiers. There 
was a time when the drinking habit pre- 
yailed very much in Canada, and there are 
still places where they do not put water 
enough in their grog, but temperance reform 
has taken as@trong a hold there as it hasin 
the United States. 

The feeling about the English is illus- 
trated by the statement that thereis not 
more aping of English ways in Montreal and 
Toronto clubs and social life than in New 
York, and that the English supercilious- 
ness, or condescension as to colonists, the 
ultra-English manner, is ridiculed in Can- 
ada,and resented with even more warmth 
than in the United States. The amusing 
stories of English presumption upon hos- 
pitality are current in Canada as well as 
on this side. All this is not inconsistent 
with pride in the empire, loyalty to its tra- 
ditions and institutions, and evena consid- 
erable willingness (for human nature is 
pretty much alike everywhere) to accept 
decorative titles.

A Terrible Storm. 
Prrrssure, Pa., May 11.— Reports 
of the damage done by last. night’s 
terrible storm are coming in from all 
parts of Alleghany county, and from 
nearly every place in Eastern Ohio 
and Western Pennsylvania. The loss 
cannot be approximated. Farms were 
washed out and houses, fences and 
trees ‘along the banks of streams were 


washed away. Land-slides occurred 
on nearly every road leading out of 
Pittsburg. So far, but two deaths are 
reported from drowning. Two child- 
ren of Conried Schaefer, aged three 
and seven, of Spring Gardenborough, 
north of Alleghany, were swept away 
by the floods, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Schaefer barely escaped the same fate. 
Mrs. Schaefer is so prostrated it is be- 
lieved she cannot recover. 

This morning East street and Madi- 
son Avenue in Butcher’s Run were de- 
stroyed, while numberless cross streets 
are completely filled with debris. 
Cars were lying on the tracks com- 
pletely hemmed in by planking and 
rubbish. A large number of butchers 
were heavily dam The slaugh- 
ter-houses were ruined and the stocks 
of meats were ruined and destroyed. 
Louis Zoller’s case was but one of 
many. This morning they are splash- 
ing around knee deep in mud and 
water trying to save some of their 
meats. The same tale of terror comes 
from Sawmill Run, Woods Run, Char- 
tiers Valley, West End, South Side, 
Pleasant Valley. and Lawrenceville 
districts. The lightning ptayed havoc 
all night long. © Barns and stock were 
destroyed and telephone and telegraph 
wires were deranged through a large 
section of country. Three inches of 
rain fell and the Ohio river rose three 
feet in as many hours. 

The bodies of two men, victims of 
last night’s flood, were found this 
morning, making four deaths so far re- 
purted,. Their uames are John Dough- 
erty and John Cochner. The loss in 
this vicinity will be at -least half a 
million. 


The Grain Crop. 

Wasarineton, May 11.—The con- 
dition of winter wheat has advanced 
from 94 to 96; of rye, from 93.9 to 96.9. 
The general average of winter barley 
is 96.9. The winter wheat of the Ohio 
valley, while fully maintaining its 
April position, has had a scant supply 
of moisture, and fears of a future de- 
cline of the condition is entertained in 
case of a continued deficiency of the 
rain fall. On the Atlantic slope, the 
recent heavy rain obviated the effects 
of the previous deficiency. A high con- 
dition is reported in the South, though 
rust appeared upon the wheat blades 
in some fields. The percentage of the 
condition of the States of the principal 
production are: Ohio, 90; Michigan, 
92; Indiana, 95; [llinois, 98; Missouri, 
98; Kansas, 98; Texas, 98. In East 
New York and Pennsylvania the aver- 
age is 96, and Maryland and Virginia 
98. Chinch bugs are reported in Mis- 
souri and Kansas, and in some in- 
stances elsewhere, without any indi- 
cation of serious one Spring plow- 
ing is much further advanced than on 
May Ist of last year.

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A Colorade Murder Case. 
Denver, Col., May 11.—A special 
from Burlington, a small hamlet in 
the eastern portion of the State, says 
the preliminary examination of one of 
the most sensational murder cases of 
the State is being conducted at that 
place. The story in brief is as follows: 
Some months ago Henry Hutch, a 
prominent citizen of New England, 


came to Colorado and filed a pre-emp- 
tion claim near Burlington. He lived 
alone, and had made considerable im- 
provements upon his ranch. On the 
evening of April 25th C., W. Hatch of 
Boston, who had been in California, 
arrived at Denver, stopped at a leading 
hotel and on Friday left for Burling- 
ton, on a visit to his uncle, Henry 
Hatch.

The Government 
has a right to appropriate money for 
making surveys and estimates so that 
Individuals may obtain information 
and appropriate these lands in the 
best way for themselves. At the 
present time, and for years to come, 
there would be no _ necessity 
for. more land being brought 
into use if all the unoccupied lands 
which have passed into private hands 
were worked. It was criminal for the 
government to give away its public 
domain, but it must not try to rectify 
the error by an unconstitutional act. 
When the time arrives for irrigation, 
private capital will jump to meet the 
occasion as it always does, when there 
is a necessity for it.

An Ordinance pertaining to sewerage in the 
town of Reno. 
[Adopted May 8th, 1889. | 
WY VIRTUE OF THE POWER AND AU- 

) thority conferred by the laws of the 
State of Nevada, the Board of County Com- 
missioners do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That no person shall construct 
or maintain, or suffer to be or remain upon 
his premises, or premises under his control, 
any privy or privy vault, cesspool, sink or 
drain, without connecting the same by means 
of iron-stone, vitrified earthen or iron pipe, 
with the street or alley sewer, in such man- 
ner that it shall be effectually drained and 
purified, if there be’ a sewer m the street or 
alley on which said premis<s may now be 
or hereafter be situated, with which the same 
can be connected. Every dram or branch 
sewer hereafter constructed which shall con- 
nect with a dwelling or building, or with a 
privy, privy vault or cesspool, shall be pro- 
vided with some apparatus or means by 
which such drain or. branch scwer may be 
effectually flushed or cleansed; and, also, 
shall be provided with a trap or apparatus 
which will practically prevent the escape- of 

ases from the sewer into such ss 

ouse, building, privy, privy vault orcesspool, 
which trap or apparatus shall be so con- 
structed and placed that it can be readily and 
conveniently examined and inspected. 

Section 2. That itis hereby made the duty 
of all persons who age required to connect 
with the sewers as provided in the foregoing 
section to do so within thirty days after hav- 
ing received a written or printed notice from 
the Chief of Police or any legally constituted 
police officer, whose duty itis, and shall be, to 
serve said notice as soon as practical here- 
after upon all persons owning or controlling 
property adjoining or abutting any street or 
alley through which sewers are uow or may 
hereafter be laid ; and should any such person 
or persons fai] to make the connection within 
the said time or in the manner prescribed, or 
otherwise violate the provisions of the said 
Section One, he or she, or they, shall be 
deemed guilty of a nuisance, and, on convic- 
tion thereof, be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing Two Hundred Dollars, or imprisoned in 
the County Jail any time not exceeding Sixty 
Days, or both such fine and imprisonment.
